The mosquitoes are to bad In Florida 
bat even the stoical Indian aaanot stand, 
bem. Civiliiation interposes a mot- 
anito or muslin sand-fly bar te stay 
beir attacks, bnt then untutored In- 
iana have not reached such heights of 
material progress as to be provided with 
uoh appfiancea. Their resort ii sm«ke 
rom smouldering wood, which is called 


"smudge." 
Sitting around this 


smudge" in the daytime they manage 
o keep away the pest, almost as- 
phyxiated at the tame time themselves, 
''or the night they ereot a scaffold sup- 
lorted on four post* a few feet from 
he ground. On this they spread their 
ilan ke ts and build an immense "smudge" 
leneath. The blaek velumes of smoke 
oil up and envelop them in plntonlo 
hades in which no mosquito eao live. 
)utside of the smoke the hum ef the 
nnumerable millions sounds like a 
mighty wind sweeping through a field 
of tali wheat or rye. The poor dogs 
run howling about and rush at last to 
he water and lie down up to their no- 
es, 
Oftentimes the mosquitos fall 


nto the fire in suoh numbers ai to ex- 
inguish it. I have seen the to-called 
ilind mosquitos washed upon the shore 
n layers four inches deep. They rise 
up before you like a wall, in the marsh- 
es. Let a hunter be bnt lost or disa- 
iled without a mosquito bar and no 
way of making a fire in the marshes or 
he woods during a night and his fate 
would be sealed. If not dead he would 
10 a raving maniac by morning. They 
ire worst during the full of the moon 
.ind during rainy weather. 
There are 


ntlf a dozen kinds of the insect in 
Florida; one variety that I have seen, 
the "gallinipper," measaret three-fourths 
of an inch. On my expeditions when 
ooating railroad lines, upon moving our 
camp to a new location, we always burn 
over all the surrounding country for 
several miles. In this way we manage 
to destroy most of them, and new- 
comers fit"! no congenial cover. I won- 
der if ii;f> !'>ito netting was discovered 
ntthetn...:' the old Spaniards occupied 
this com -y?

Several years ago 
Hrycc's friend Moore was lodged In jail 
under criminal charge* of tome kind, 
iind it is alleged that Moore applied to 
Rryce to mgn hit buil bond, which 
Hryce'refuscil todo.until Moore assigned 
two titles to a tract of land an security 
against lo<m. 
Moore has not been able 


to gut poweasion of the land since, and 
ho had become exasperated at the per- 
petrator of the wrong. Uryce's brother- 
in-law, Jesse K. Cox, is presumed to 
know the asnas!iinating party, 
and 


ruuior says that Moore and his brother, 
and a third party, did the (hooting. 
Various arrests have been made near 
Walhalla. 
Alex. Bryee, Jr., led a reek- 


less lilr, and has been » bitter opponent 
of democratic, nnd a fierce advocate of 
republ.cun ruin. 
He was Uranl's post- 


mastcrut Walhalla, and afterward served 
Chamberlain as oounty auditor. 
He 


was tho organizer of the Union league 
in 1'iokeni oounty, and was a groat 
annoyance to the white people in that 
section. On one occasion, when Bryce 
wax holding a meeting of the league with 
armed negro sentinels guarding the out- 
posts, some ichool children came by 
their place of meeting. 
One sentinel, 


supposing them to be democratic ene- 
mies, fired upon them, killing a little 
boy named Hnnniout. For this offense 
he wns convicted of murder and hung at 
Old 1'iokens court house, before that 
county was divided. The sentiment 
among the whites against Bryoe at that 
time, was intense, and many openly 
declared that he should have been hung 
instead of his nagro sentinel. No one 
at tlmt time would have been turprised 
to hear of hi* being killed at any 
rnomsnt. During the campaign of 1876 
he boldly combated the Hampton move- 
ment in that county, and led the totlorn 
hope to tho polls against the democracy. 
Alter the investigation of Hampton, and 
lecfore Chamberlain had taken his north- 
ern (tight, Hampton's auditor, by a stra- 
tegic movement, got possession of the 
auditor's office nnd books, A few nights 
altorward the office was broken uoon 
anil the books taken therefrom.

thn utTensc he was indicted in the next 
term of the court of general sessions fur 
burglary and grand larceny. Upon con- 
viction hi* counsel appealed to tho su- 
preme court for a new trial, which was 
granted.

Kxcept his brother-in-law, 


Jesse F. Cox, wlio lived near, he lived 
ulonc with his tiuuily in tho mountains, 
with burely the actual necessaries of 
life to preserve his existence. He was 
buried in the

at 


Walhalln.
